WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


(L.S.) 
To the inhabitants of the Town of Northumber- 
land, qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange 
Hall, in said town, on the second Tuesday of March 
next, March 10, 1953, to act upon the subjects herein- 
after mentioned. The polls will be open at said place 
and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6:00 
o’clock in the afternoon for the reception of your bal- 
lots upon the election of town officers under the Aus- 
tralian Ballot Laws; furthermore, you are hereby 
warned that on said date and place, at 9:30 o’clock in 
the forenoon, the matters of appropriations and such 
other business properly coming before said meeting 
will be taken up for your consideration and action. 

*1. Tochoose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town treasurer, 
two auditors and one highway agent. 

*2. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing three years: one Selectman, one library 
trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. } 

3. To see if the town will instruct its Selectmen 
to appoint all other town officers as required by law. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay town officers and for the support of the 
town poor. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of the police department. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for building and repairing highways and 
bridges and for town maintenance. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for sewer maintenance. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the maintenance of the town’s water sys- 
tem. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for lighting streets for the ensuing year. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of the public library. 
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11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the employment of a district nurse. 

13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to meet interest charges for the ensuing year. 

14. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $209.34 under highway Apportionment ‘‘A”’ of Chap- 
ter 83, Laws of 1951, thereby obtaining from the State 
the sum of $1,395.63 to be expended on town highways 
coming under said Apportionment ‘A”’. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $1,830.00 under highway Apportionment “B” of 
Chapter 83, Laws of 1951, thereby obtaining from the 
State the sum of $1,830.00 to be expended on town 
highways coming under said Apportionment “B’’. 

16. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for miscellaneous expenses. 

17. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $2,500 to maintain a public playground and to oper- 
ate the Youth Center building. 

18. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $450 in order to maintain suitable public skating 
places in Groveton and Northumberland villages. 

19. To see if the voters will instruct the Select- 
men to put poison rat bait on the town dump, and raise 
money for the same. 

20. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $193.86 for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for the town’s contribution to the State’s 
Retirement System for our town employees for the 
coming year. 

21. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $340.26 to the White Mountains 
Region Association, being 10¢ per $1,000 (1/100th of 
1%) of assessed valuation for the purpose of issuing 
and distributing printed matter and advertising and 
otherwise publicizing the advantages of the town, in 
cooperation with the other 45 towns of the region. 

22. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000 for the care, repair, and 
maintenance of the town’s public cemetery. 
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23. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $500 for repairing and improving the public play- 
ground near the so-called Brown Road, known as Cen- 
tennial Field. 

24. To see what streets in Groveton ‘village the 
town will vote to sprinkle salt on during icy weather, 
and raise and appropriate money for same. 

25. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500 for the purpose of maintain- 
ing the town’s Civilian Defense program. 

26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes in order to pay expenses, said loans to 
be payable from taxes for the year 1953, and to issue 
notes therefor at such rate of interest and payable at 
such time, within one year, and place as the Selectmen 
shall decide. 

27. To see if the town will vote for a scale of 
discounts for the prepayment of real estate and per- 
sonal property taxes on the basis of three per cent, if 
paid by June 1, 1953, two per cent if paid by August 1, 
1953 and one per cent if paid by October 1, 1953 or any 
other scale of discount that the town will vote to deter- 
mine. 

28. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the 
Division of Municipal Accounting, and to make an 
appropriation to cover the expenses of such audit. 

29. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a so-called Airport Committee of 
three members, authorized to confer and consult with 
State and Federal officials in all matters pertaining to 
aircraft landing areas, and to raise the sum of $100 to 
cover the expenses of the committee, the members to 
serve without pay. 
in collecting the state head tax and to fix the amount 
thereof. 

31. To see if the town will vote to install town 
water to the garage of Carl Harmer in Northumberland 
village and raise and appropriate money for same. (In- 
lector of taxes additional compensation for her services 
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30. To see if the town will vote to allow the col- 
field opposite the High School Buildings, and to raise 
serted on petition of ten voters.) 


32. To see if the town will vote to allow a swim- 
ming pool to be constructed on a portion of the athletic 
and appropriate a sum of money to be used for the 
construction of said pool. (Inserted on petition of 
eighteen voters.) 


33. To see if the town will vote to purchase and 
install a new fire alarm system, and to raise and expend 
for the same a sum not to exceed eleven thousand 
($11,000) dollars, and authorize the Board of Select- 
men to issue serial town notes not in excess of $11,000 
in payment, in such manner as to the amount of annual 
payment, time of payment and interest rates as they 
may decide, in compliance with the Municipal Bonds 
Statute. (Inserted on petition of 27 voters.) 


34. To see if the town will vote to lay a new six 
(6”) inch water main from the High School Building 
on State Street, thence along State Street and the 
D. W. Highway to the residence of Philip Meunier, 
being a proposed new water pipe line for a distance of 
approximately six thousand (6,000) feet, and to raise 
and exrend for the same a sum of not to exceed twenty- 
five thousand ($25,000) dollars, and authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue serial town notes not in 
excess of twenty-five thousand ($25,000) dollars in 
payment, in such manner as to the amount of annual 
payment, time of payment and interest rates as they 
may decide, in compliance with the Municipal Bonds 
Statute. (Inserted on petition of 12 voters.) 


35. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass 
any vote relative thereto. 
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36. To transact any other business that may 
legally be brought before said meeting.

To the Citizens of Northumberland: 


In accordance with a vote taken at the 1951 annual 
town meeting the committee appointed by Moderator 
William Lehnert to investigate the sewer system re- 
ports as follows: 

From information available to the committee the 
present sewer system seems to be adequate for all 
ordinary sewage disposal. 

The present sewer system consists roughly of sev- 
eral 12-inch pipes discharging into one 15-inch pipe on 
Rich Street which carries the sewerage to the Ammo- 
noosuc River. 

During very heavy showers, or when snow is melt- 
ing rapidly during warm spring days, the amount of 
sewerage from these sources fill the 12-inch pipe lines. 
The main sewer line on Rich Street, being only 15 
“inches, can not handle all the sewerage being delivered 
to it. This results in the sewerage backing up in the 
-smaller 12-inch line along Main and State Streets caus- 
ing cellars to flood and the flooding or overflowing of 
the catch basin at the corner of State, Church and 
Rich Streets. 

If it is desired to take care of this storm water, a 
new sewer pipe will have to be laid along Rich Street 
over the present line. The new line would have to be 
about 24 inches in diameter. 

The present sewer discharges into a catch basin in 
the Covell field. This Covell field catch basin would 
not be large enough to take care of the additional 
sewerage and would overflow. Therefore, it would be 
necessary to enlarge the Covell field catch basin and 
also lay a larger pipe from this catch basin to the 
river. . 

Such a storm sewer would be dry except in times 
of unusual flow of water. 

If such a sewer is laid, it will cost approximately 
30,000.00 to 35,000.00. 
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The committee makes no recommendation on ac- 
count of the expense involved but does recommend 
that all buildings whose cellars flood during storms 
equip their sewer pipes with valves and keep them 
clean which will help to relieve matters as far as each 
building is concerned. 

The State Board of Health was contacted but no 
engineering firm was employed on account of the in- 
adequacy of funds voted for an engineering survey.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
For the Year 1952 


The past year has seen a change in the local Board 
of Health. Dr. W. R. Schillhammer, who for many 
years performed the duties of Health Officer, retired 
from practise. The undersigned was appointed to re- 
place him. | 

Communicable diseases reported for 1952 were as 
follows: pneumonia—24; influenza—138; septic sore 
throat—104; measles—110; german measles—22; 
chickenpox—22; scarlet fever—1; syphilis—2; tuber- 
culosis—1; meningitis—1l1; whooping cough—0; diph- 
theria—0; rheumatic fever—l1; poliomyelitis—0; 
pediculosis—11; scabies—13; impetigo—238; laryn- 
geotracheobronchitis—2; mumps—13. 

No cases of poliomyelitis were reported this year 
and but one case of meningitis. It will be noted from 
the above list that there was an epidemic of measles 
and a minor outbreak of chickenpox and german 
measles. The 24 cases of pneumonia include all forms. 
That is virus, broncho-, and lobar, the first being the 
most commonly encountered form. One contagious 
disease which is very prevalent in this area is septic 
sore throat. There were 104 cases reported and these 
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cases were spread out through the year with scarcely 
a week in which at least one case was not reported, 
although the peak was in the Spring and Fall. This is 
a serious and disabling illness which infects adults as 
well as children, and may lead to nephritis and rheu- 
matic fever although these complications have been de- 
creased in frequency since the use of penicillin and 
other antibiotics. It is recommended that in the case of 
a sore throat the patient be isolated from others and 
medical attention be sought, in order to prevent the 
spread of this highly contagious disease to others. 
Many of these cases may be a mild form of scarlet 
fever. Whooping cough was the only common childhood 
disease not reported this year. Attention is called to 
the several cases of pediculosis and scabies. These are 
annoying afflictions and spread rapidly among children. 
Parents should be on guard for them and if suspected 
the child should be kept out of school until seen and 
treated by a doctor. 

A major problem in Groveton in past years which 
proved to be a continuing problem in 1952 was the con- 
taminated water supply. Thirty-one water samples 
were taken from the village and reservoir from scat- 
tered sources and submitted to the state for analysis. 
Of these thirty-one samples, seventeen were reported 
as satisfactory and fourteen or about 45% were con- 
taminated with B. Coli. The State Department of Health 
has recommended chlorination of this supply on several 
occasions. During the summer months one brook enter- 
ing the reservoir was shut off due to lumber operations 
in its watershed. Fortunately the supply held up so 
that it was not necessary to use this source, although 
an emergency chlorinator was set up in case it became 
necessary to open this brook. When the brook was 
finally opened this fall to prevent freezing of the line, 
a purifying dose of chlorine was put in to sterilize the 
line. A consultation was held this Summer with a 
representative of the State Board of Health and it was 
felt that in all surface water supplies as ours, there is 
a certain amount of contamination from either human 
or animal sources, the exact source of which is impos- 
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sible to discover. Most surface supplies in this state are 
chlorinated and it is the earnest recommendation of 
this Health Officer as it was of the previous one that 
the Groveton water supply be chlorinated for the pro- 
tection of the health of the public. In fact it is my 
opinion that unless this is done voluntarily, the State 
Department of Health will issue an order to the town 
that chlorination be installed. 

During the year six samples were taken from North- 
umberland village and all but one were satisfactory. 

Otherwise, no problems of major importance arose 
during the past year. Several complaints were investi- 
gated and most of them solved to everyone’s satisfac- 
tion. Several cases of inadequate toilet facilities were 
found on the outskirts of the village and recommenda- 
tions were made to the individuals for corrective
